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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment fails to list the complete limitations of claim 1 listed in the claim amendment dated 01/ 
27/2005 and 07/21/2005 upon which claims 5 and 9 were deemed to be objected and rejected simultaneously. According to the claim 
amendment dated 01/27/2005 or 07/21/2005, claim 1 included the following limitations which were omitted by applicant in the reply dated 
12/06/2005 and subsequently 02/03/2006: "...an angle of said inclined surface of said notch is 30 to 60 degrees with respect to the upper 
surface of the chamber blocks, and a height of said notch in its radial direction is 25 to 50% of a height H of the block of of said 
chamfered block." The non-final office action dated 04/21/2005 in response to the claim amendment dated 01/27/2005 set claim 5 as 
being objected while claim 9 was rejected, whille both claims were dependent upon claim 1. The final office action dated 09/06/2005 
called for similar claims rejection to that of the non final office action dated 04/21/2005, among which the objection of claim 5 and 
rejection of claim 9 with the exception of the indefiniteness rejection of claims 16 and 18. Therefore, applicant must include into 
independent claim 5 and claim 9 all the missing limitations of claim 1 as recited above. 
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
